THROWS SELF AGAINST MUZZLE 
TO STOP MACHINE GUN’S FIRE 


Rebel Captain Gives Life Se...His 
Men Can Capture Loyalist 
Nest.

WITH THE REBEL FORCES 


NEAR SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, 
Aug. 17.—The story of a rebel in- 
famtry captain who covered the 
muzzle of a Government machine 
gun with his body and died for the 
Fascist cause was told last night 
by insurgent troops. 

The captain, Fernando Nieva, led 
an attempt of Carlists to capture 
a machine gun nest on a hill near 
Ebro on the Navarre front. 

He led his troops up the hillside, 
rock by rock, until they were with- 
in 50 yards of the gun. Then he 
told his followers to remain hidden 
behind boulders until they heard 
him cry “Espana!” 

Nieva sprinted for the machine 
gun nest and threw his body across 
the muzzle. His men rushed the 
nest and killed the crew. 

As the captain's  bullet-riddled 
body was removed from the gun’ he 
gasped: “I couldn't speak then, but 
now I cry: Viva Espana!” Then he 
died. | 


MORE AMERICANS LEAVE SPAIN 


120 on Heavy Cruiser Quincy 
Bound for France.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The 
American heavy cruiser Quincy was 


reported by the State Department 
to be on the way today to Nice, 
France, carrying 120 American 
refugees and several foreign na- 
tionals from the danger zone of the 
Spanish revolution. 

This number included 37 addi- 
tional Americans, among them 26 
women and children, who left Mad- 
rid by train Saturday night. They 
arrived safely at Alicante, on the 
east coast of Spain, where’ they 
were taken aboard the Quincy yes- 
terday morning. The other refugees 
aboard included about 70 Ameri- 
cans evacuated from Palma, in the 
Balearic Islands, and 12 from Ibiza. 
Among those on the Quincy are 
Mr. and Mrs. August Hurdlebring 
and children, Angeles and Manuel, 
St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17. —. The 
Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia today granted a tempor- 
ary injunction § restraining Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes and Arno 
B. Cammerer, head of the National 
Park Service, from starting work 
on the proposed Memorial to Thom- 
‘as Jefferson and the Western Pio- 
neers on the St. Louis river front. 

Attorneys said that the injunction 
would serve to delay at least until 
October the starting of work on the 
memorial, which has been bitterly 
opposed by a St. Louis Citizens’ 
Non-Partisan Committee, a private 
organization, since plans for it were 
first announced a year ago. 

The decision of the court was 
unanimous. Although this is the 
summer recess and the court is not 
in session, copies of a motion for 
appeal from a judgment by the 
lower court denying the injunction 
was sent to all the jastices. Their 
decision was announced by the 
clerk. 

The injunction called for “a pres- 
ervation of the status quo” in the 
“interests of justice.” 

Cammerer and Ickes were _ re- 
strained from obtaining or accept- 
ing any options or making any con- 
tracts to buy land, from starting 
any condemnation proceedings or 
from acquiring any deeds. 

It means that no action will be 
possible until the full Court of Ap- 
peals has held a final hearing on 
the merits of the case. The clerk 
of the court said the case probably 
would be set for hearing in Octo- 
ber. 

An appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court would then be pos- 
sible from the decision of the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals. 

The suit, brought by 38 St. Louis 
firms and individuals having*a di- 
rect.interest in the area,ef,37. blocks 
to be included in the proposed me- 
morial, challenges the constitution- 
ality of the allocation of relief 
funds for this purpose. A long 
brief filed by attorneys for the St. 
Louisans declared both the 1933 and 
1935 relief acts unconstitutional be- 
cause they contained no legislative 
direction whatsoever to guide the 
President in allocating funds. 

The case was argued before Jus- 
tice Oscar R. Luhring of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court on 
June 6. 

The power of eminent domain 
may not be used to acquire land 
for the memorial, David H. Robert- 
son, St. Louis attorney, argued be- 
fore the Court, because Congress 
had not authorized a Jefferson 
memorial in St. Louis. Further- 
more, Robertson declared, President 
Roosevelt’s executive order of last 
December, allocating $9,000,000 of 
city and Federal money to the pro}- 
ect was also unconstitutional be- 
cause the President acted without 
any legislative guide. 

Robertson in his argument fol- 
lowed the decision of the. District 
of Columbia Supreme Court in rul- 
ing that the President had no au- 
thority to allocate relief funds or 
delegate powers to the Resettle- 
ment Administration and Rexford 
G. Tugwell. 

The decision declaring the allo- 
cation of relief funds to the reset- 
tlement Boundbrook (N. J.) hous- 
ing project unconstitutional was 
not appealed by the Government. 
The decision was given May 18. 

The present delay is but one of 
a long series. At one time Attor- 
ney-General Cummings ruled that 
relief funds could not be used for 
construction of the memorial. 

A St. Louis delegation, headed by 
Mayor Dickmann and Luther Ely 
Smith, chairman of the St. Louis 
group promoting the memorial, had 
waited in Washington nearly three 
weeks seeking some definite word 
and they had perforce to accept 
the Attorney-General’s opinion for 
the time being. Later Assistant At- 
torney-General Harry S. Blair 
found a supposed loophole in the 
Historic Sites Act of 1935 and the 
President used this as a justifica- 
tion for his executive order calling 
for the preservation, with the aid 
of relief money, of Historical Sites 
on the St. Louis water front.

CHARGES CLARKE 
WITH SPOLIATION 
OF LACLEDE GAS

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Sweep- 
ing charges against Harley L. 
Clarke of “mismanagement” and 
“spoliation” of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. were made before the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion here today by Joseph M. Kel- 
ley of St. Louis, : 

Kelly’s charges, including the 
allegation that Utilities Power & 
Light, holding company which con- 
trols Laclede, is guilty of violating 
the holding company act passed 
last year, were contained in a peti- 
tion filed with the commission. 
Kelley, a Laclede’ stockholder, 
sought to intervene in opposition 
to Laclede’s request to the com- 
mission for approval of two secur- 
ity issues. 

The commission denied Kelley 
the right to oppose the Laclede 


Application. It said, however, that 
Kelley’s petitions could be filed as 
part of the record in the tase. 

George C. Willson of St. Louis, at- 
torney for the gas company, de- 
clared there was no reason'for Kel- 
ley’s intervention, Many of Kel- 
ley’s charges, Willson said, were not 
relevant and the commission would 
be able to investigate the status of 
the company without the necessity 
of any such intervention. 

The issues for which Laclede 
seeks approval are $3,000,000 of 6 
per cent collateral trust notes, due 
in 1942, and a refunding extension 
of 5 per cent gold bonds from 1934

Clarke, the petition charged, “by 
means of stock control and inter- 
locking officials and directorates” 
through Utilities Power & Light, 
‘has created a number of intercor- 
porate contracts with the sole con- 
sideration the advancement of his 
stock interests, regardless of the 
best interests of other investors cr 
of the consuming public.” 

As a result: of Clarke’s policies, 
the petition declared, “most of the 
subsidiaries of Utilities Power & 
Light, and especially the Laclede 
Gas Light Co., have been grossly 
mismanaged, their assets have been 
seriously impaired, the properties 
have been over-bonded, security 
values have been undermined, all 
the detriment of the public inter- 
est and the interest of investors 
and consumers.” 

Laclede is doomed to an inevit- 
able default on its funded debt and 
on the very securities herein under 
review, the petiton stated, citing 
the action of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission in fixing a rate- 
making valuation of $39,000,000 on 
Laclede. 

The Missouri Commission also or- 
dered a reduction in rates which 
would reduce revenues approxi- 
mately $348,677, Kelley stated in his 
petition. He cited still another new 
burden on Laclede—the city ordi- 
nance taxing the company $300,000 
for the use of the streets. 

“On the basis of the $39,000,000 
revaluation, “the petition added, 
“the properties are grossly over- 
bonded.” 


Service and Other Charges. 


Laclede, according to the peti- 
tion, paid out $1,364,369 to the Man- 
agement & Engineering Co. for 
“service” between 1926 and 1932. 
And since 1932 there have been 
other similar charges, all of which, 
it was alleged, “were excessive and 
entirely disproportionate to the val- 
ue of service rendered.” 


The petition declared that, “as a 
direct result of the waste, misman- 
agement, overbonding and _  short- 


sighted, selfish managerial policies 
of Utilities Power & Light,” La-, 
clede “has suffered a steady loss) 
and diminution of income since | 
1929 so that at the present time it 
is barely able to earn charges 
against gross income.

Removal of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners by Gov. Park 
has been requested by John P. En- 
glish, Recorder of Deeds and chair- 
man of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee, who said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that he thought the 
board had “outlived its usefulness” 
and should be replaced. 

English is the first Democratic 
leader here to ask for removal of 


the board. Similar requests have 
been made by Chairman Fred W. 
Pape of the Republican City Com- 
n..ttee; Grover W. Dalton, chair- 
man of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, and the board of directors 
of the St. Louis League‘of Women 
Voters. 


What English Told Governor. 

“When the Governor was here 
last Friday, I met him at the Jef- 
ferson and told him I thought ‘he 
ought to remove the members of 
the board and replace them with 
four outstanding business men,” 
said English. “I told him ‘it would 
be a good thing for the party, be- 
cause the present members have 
outlived their usefulness. 

“I told him that Jim Waechter, 
the chairman (a Democrat) had 
treated me and other members of 
the Democratic City Committee who 
were opposed to Mayor Dickmann 
unfairly in the appointment . of 
judges and clerks of election for 
the primary. I know that I couldn’t 
get anywhere with. my «recom- 
mendations for judges and clerks, 
and I know that the others couldn’t 
either.” 

Waechter has told reporters that 
he attempted to divide the judges 
and clerks equally between  pro-

Rebel warships bombarded Irus 
and San Sebastian today and Span 
ish loyalists were reported execut- 
ing Fascist hostages in retaliation, 

Loyalists had served an  ulti- 
matum that the first shell from a 
rebel warship would be the signal 
for killing of the prisoners held 
aboard two steamers in the Bay of 
Biscay harbor. 

The huge battleship Espana di- 
rected heavy fire against Fort Gua- 
dalupe but the Government strong- 
hold was not hit. 

The attacks against Irun and 
San Sebastian began simultaneous- 


ly, indicating a major offensive 
along the Northern seaboard. 
The Government rushed _ rein- 


forcements to help a loyal detach- 
ment beat off a third rebel column 
fighting northward foot by foot 
only 10 miles from San Sebastian. 
This rebel force was reported to 
have captured Andoain after 
battling its way northward from 
Tolosa. 
No Reply From Fort. 

The guns of Fort Guadalupe did 
not reply at once and the men there 
were faced with the dilemma of 
submitting to rebel fire or shell- 
ing the rebel warships at the risk 
of dropping projectiles on French 
territory across the Bay of Biscay. 

There were about 1200 hostages 
at Irun and 700 at San Sebastian. 
Reports along the border said fir- 
ing squads began executions soon 
after the bombardment started. 

Dispatches from Bilbao said the 
rebel destroyer Velasco shelled 
Fort Santurci, starting fires there 


but causing no. casualties. The 
bombardment apparently was in- 
tended chiefly to demoralize the 


Government defenders. 

At noon the Espana still was 
pounding shells at the fort, from its 
position six miles off shore. 

The cruiser Almirante Cerera was 
reported conducting the attack on 
San Sebastian. 

Two Government planes appeared 
off the coast, appurently ready to 
bomb the warships. 

Huge Showers of Earth. 

Up to noon, the Espana had fired 
14 shells from its eight 12-inch guna, 
The projectiles threw up huge show- 
ers of earth as they struck. Win- 
dows in Hendaye trembied from the 
shocks. 

After it had dropped three shells 
near Fuenterrabia, just west of 
Irun, the Espana improved its range 
and the shells were exploding clos 
er to Fort Guadalupe’s guns.

ADRID, Aug. 17.—One of the 
bloodiest battles of the civil war 
was fought late today in the an- 
cient western district of Eastre- 
madura, with 20,000 Government 
soldiers and militiamen trying to 
break a rebel blockade along the 
Portuguese frontier. 

The Government reported fierce 
fighting with bayonets, with no 
quarter shown on either side. 

Reports that rebels, in taking 
Badajoz, had executed 1500 Gov- 
ernment adherents spurred the Gov- 
- ernment forces into a drive to “com- 
pletely exterminate” the rebels in 
the west, authorities said. 

Loyalist Victory at Gijon. 

Government troops captured Fas- 
cist rebels barricaded in the Gijon 
jail in bitter fighting today. 

Many were killed, Loyalists re- 
ported, in the battle to oust the 
rebels, who fired through barred 
windows of the jail and from the 
army engineers’ barracks until 
forced to surrender. 

Three columns of the Government 
army landed at Majorca island, reb- 
el stronghold in the Mediterranean, 
and captured several towns. Cit- 
izens greeted the army with shouts 
of “Long live the republic,” the 
Loyalists said. Capture of Palma, 
the capital, was the objective in the 
new offensive. 

Messages from Captain Bayo, 
chief of the Government for: es 
landing at Palma, Mallorca, sai‘ 
his men were in possession of ihe 
entire coast as far as Punta Amer. 

Captain Bayo, from Mallorca, 
said in a message he had troops 
armed with machine guns and light 
artillery extending from the Bay 
of Ariza to Cape Primer. It was 
reported that Fascist forces at 
Porto Cristo had resisted the ad- 
vance but fled under aerial hom- 
bardment.

(A report reaching London said 
500 Government soldiers had been 
killed and 250 imprisoned in a rebel 
trap after landing at Majorca. The 
report said the Government troops 
were allowed to land, Then the 
rebels attacked.) 

Reports of Other Fighting. 

In Northeastern Huesca Province 
the Government announced capture 
of the towns of Alberobajo, Taller 
and San Daniel. 

Peasants were reported fleeing 
from Teruel Province, Eastern 
Spain, to the City of Calatayud, 
near Zaragoza, to escape impending 
conflict of loyalists and rebels. 

Battles raged through Southwest- 
ern Badajoz Province, where the 
Government sought desperately to 
atop the rebel march toward Ma- 
drid. 

Hastening to strengthen fortifi- 
cations in the Guadarrama Moun- 
tains that guard Madrid from the 
north, loyalists used huge excavat- 
ing machines to dig trenches. They 
also set up barbed wire entangle- 
ments.

Gaius Paddock, retired St. Louls 
hardware merchant, died of in- 
firmities yesterday at his coun-:ry 
home, 10 miles north of Edwards 
ville, three months after observing 
his one-hundredth birthday. 

Mr. Paddock, who suffered a se- 
vere attack of heat prostration last 
month, necessitating treatment at 
St. Elizabeth's Hospital, Granite 
City, retired 31 years ago as a »art- 
ner in the° Paddock-Hawley [ron 
Co., but continued to maintain #n 
office in the Merchants-Laclede 
Building which he visited several 
times a week during the winter. 
Born on May 14, 1836, in a house 
at Sixth and Market streets, hex 
an exclusive residential neigh»vr- 
hood, his family moved to Spring- 
field, Ill, when he was four. Te 
boy grew up in Illinois, clerking in 
the summer at a store visited by 
Abraham Lincoln, then a rising 
lawyer. Later, young Paddock 
heard one of the Lincoln-Douglas 
debates. One of the hobbies of his 
later years was the collection of 
Lincoln anecdotes. He never tur- 
got the appearance and manner- 
isms of the Emancipator who made 
a lasting impression upon him as 
a boy. 

Always a stanch Republican, his 
major interest during the last few 
years has been a critical study of 
the New Deal.

No one was injured. 

Several persons hurriedly broke 
out the French tri-color to indicate 
to the Spanish airman he was over 
French territory.

Rebels Report Gains on Madrid and 
Zaragoza Fronts. 

\WITH REBEL FORCES AT 
BURGOS, Spain, Aug. 17.—Smash- 
ing rebel victories on both the Mad- 
rid/and Zaragoza fronts were an- 
nounced today by Fascist army of- 
ficials. 

Rebel advices said Madrid Gov- 
ernment troops projected a violent 
counter-attack against rebels be- 
sieging the capital, but the Govern- 
ment forces were beaten back after 
a hard day of fighting. 

The opposing columns met at 
Atienza, northeast of Madrid, and 
rebels asserted they drove the Mad- 
rid troops back toward Guadala- 
jara. 

Rebels claimed “an important vic- 
tory” in a battle with Government 
troops near Zaragoza. More than 
600 Government soldiers were re- 
ported killed and 150 prisoners 
taken. 

Gen. Francisco Franco, leader of 
the rebellion, visited the Northern 
headquarters in Burgos. He ar- 
rived from Seville yesterday with 
three aids to confer with Northern 
chieftains. He appeared on the 
streets unguarded. 

He shook hands freely with his 
admirers, who crowded around him, 
blocking traffic. He returned to 
Seville by plane after conferences 
with Gens. Mola and Cabanellas.

Rebels Execute 1500 Loyalists; 


Bodies Left in Badajoz Streets 


Dead Are Piled Up 


Later and Buried— 


Prisoners Herded Into Bull Ring 
for Trial. 


By the Associated Press. 

LISBON, Portugal, Aug. I7.— 
Fifteen hundred Loyalists have 
been killed by rebel rifle squads in 


Badajoz in Western Spain, a Por- 
tugese newspaper correspondent es- 
timated yesterday. Many other 
prisoners were held for inquiry by 
a military tribunal which would de- 
cide their fate. 

Grieving women in black wan- 
dered about the streets to identify 
bodies of their relatives. Cleanup 
squads went about the city piling 
up the bodies for cremation. 

Prisoners caught in the province, 
the correspondent reported after a 
visit to the city, were being herded 
into the bull ring for trial. 

Shot in Groups of 20. 

One by one the prisoners were 

examined, shirts ripped from them 


by officers searching for a 
telltale bruise on the right shoul- 
der. That was sufficient evidence 


the victim had fired a rifle and 
brought quick sentence of death. 
In groups of 20 the men were lined 
up before a firing squad, shot and 
lef* to lie in the streets. 

The moorish legionnaires wasted 
no time with the dead and treated 
all equally. The correspondent saw 
the body of Loyalist Lieutenant- 
Colonel Juan Cantero lying beside 
that of a rebel Lieutenant who died 
of wounds suffered during the 48 
hour battle for the city. Both 


bodies were dumped without cere- 
mony among peasant victims of the 
firing squads. : 

The city itself was almost § in 
ruins. Sections not completely de- 
stroyed were wild with disorder, 
the correspondent said. 

A rebel Captain, describing the 
battle which preceded seizure of the 
city, said the Government ‘orces 
fought savagely until the rebels 
made an’ overwhelming bayonet 
charge in which they lost between 
80 and 150 men. 

Anxious to Reach Madrid. 

A Col. Yague now is ruling Bada- 
joz, the correspondent reported. He 
declared he was in a great hurry 
to march to Madrid and hoped to 
arrive soon, “bécause the Moors 
and the (rebel) Legion walk fast.” 

(The rebels brought Moorish 
troops to the mainland from Mo- 
rocco.) 

Another Lisbon newspaper man, 
asserted most of those executed 
were young men. 

“Most of the young Reds sen- 
tenced to death by courtmartial 
showed no fear of death but asked 
to be comforted by priests,” Por- 
tella said. “Whereupon, priests on 
the rebel side dropped their guns, 
changed ‘their uniforms for Cath- 
olic raiment, and officiated. Be- 
fore the doomed men were lined 
up before the firing squad, both 
the Reds and the priests wept bit- 
terly and embraced.”

Dubinsky told of two visits to his 
office by Mrs. Thomasson, the first 
one on the last Friday of last No- 
vember and the second one the next 
day. He said that on the first visit 
she told him she had taken away 
Anna Ware’s baby and that it was 
with a Mrs. Buchanan in Chicago, 
and that if she could get enough 
money she could return it. That 
was after the conclusion of the ha- 
beas corpus hearing in the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals which resulted in 
an order taking away from the 
Muenches the child which had been 
in their home since Aug. 18—and 
which they had represented as hav- 
ing been born to Mrs. Muench—and 
restoring it to Arfna Ware, found by 
the Court to be the mother. 

Mrs. Thomasson had been sent to 
see him by Mrs. Berroyer, Dubinsky 
testified.

In not doing so, he explained, he 
acted on the advice of his law part- 
ner, Jerome F. Duggan. Dubinsky 
was originally a respondent in the

Nude Body, Skull Crushed, 
Found By Husband, a

His Return.

CHICAGO, Aug. 17. — Police 
worked today on three clews in 
the murder of Mrs. Mary Louise 
Trammell—the fourth recent hotel 
room killing of women in Chicago. 

In pursuance of a theory that a 
prowler killed Mrs. Trammell, de- 
tectives arrested Claude P. Davis, 
18-year-old Negro, for questioning. 
He was taken to a police station 
without announcing the circum- 
stances of his arrest. Davis is day 
bell boy at the hotel where Mrs. 
Trammell was killed. 

After questioning him for thrce 
and one-half hours, police said: 
“We think Davis can furnish in- 
formation about the identity of the 
killer. We also are holding ‘wo 
Negro women we believe can he!p 
us crack this case.” 

The nude body of the 24-year-old 
victim, a former Knoxville (Tenn.) 
stenographer, was found yesterday 
by her husband, Thomas Trammell, 
40, in their third floor room at the 
State Hotel. She had been choked 
and beaten, and her skull fractured 
in two places—either by a hatchet 
or a sharp-edged brick, in the opin- 
ion of Chief Deputy Coroner Victor 
Schlaeger. 

The wound which caused death 
was three inches long and above 
the left eye. Her neck bore the im- 
print of hands. Officials said she 
apparently had been criminally as- 
saulted. 

Three Important Clews. 

Detectives considered as impor- 
tant clews bloody fingerprints on 
the bed, a note book dropped by a 
Negro prowler who fled from the 
hotel a week ago, and the imprint 
of a canvas shoe on a window sill. 

The two women in custody, Mrs. 
Myrtle Hynes, 55, and Mrs. A. L. 
Martin, 30, were seized after tele- 
phone numbers found in the note- 
book dropped by the Negro prowler 
last week were traced to their ad- 
dresses. From them the police 
hoped to obtain clews to the identi- 
ty of the prowler, who they believe 
may have killed Mrs. Trammell. 

Trammell, steward on a Grand 
Trunk Railroad dining car, found 
the body of his wife about 4 p. m. 
yesterday when he returned from 
a trip to Michigan. Unable to gain 
admission, he peered through a 
transom. He notified the desk 
clerk, John Bon, who hurried up 
the fire eScape, climbed into the 
room and opened the locked door 
from the inside. 

Investigators think her assailant 
used the fire escape. They believe 
he leaped to the fire escape on the 
alley side of the building from an 
elevated railroad platform a yard 
away and crawled into the room 
through one of two windows. 

William Schumacher, 67, in- 
formed detectives he had fright- 
ened off a Negro who sought to en- 
ter his second floor room in the 
same fashion a week ago. That 
prowler dropped a small note book 
containing several entries concern- 
ing horse races and a laundry 
ticket. Police said solution of the 
Trammell case might hinge on this 
lead. 

Other Recent Hotel Killings. 

In two of the three other killings 
of women in hotels in the last four 
months the assailant climbed fire 
escapes to gain entrance to the vic- 
tims’ rooms. Mrs. Lillian Guild, 50, 
Attleboro, Mass., was fatally beaten 
last May 14 at the Y. W. C. A. Ho- 
tel. Mrs. Florence Thompson Cas- 
tle, 24, night club hostess, was 
killed last June 29 at the Devon- 
shire Hotel. Her son, James 
Thompson, 7, who lay in bed be-

Mrs. Louise Pretaboir, 4562 New- 
port avenué, died at St. Anthony’s 
Hospital last night of heart disease, 
a condition which affected her Sat- 
urday night after she and her hus- 
band, Edward Pretaboir, had scuf- 
fled with George Stewart, 3852 
Meramec street, and Francis Brady, 


4343 Tholozan avenue. 

The quarrel, -at the Pretaboir 
home, involved Thirteenth Ward 
Democratic’ politics and the effort 
of Brady to collect $2 which he 
had lent to Pretaboir two months 
ago. Stewart is the son and Brady 
the son-in-law of James H. Stewart, 
committeeman for the ward. Mrs. 
Pretaboir, who was a laundress at 
the City Sanitarium, had supported 
Stewart's opponent, Hendy J. Phe- 
lan, a brother of Police Commis- ' 
sioner John J. Phelan. 

“Saturday afternoon Brady and 
Stewart drove by the house three 
times,” Pretaboir said today to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “About 6 
o’clock they came to the back door 
and Brady asked for the $2 I had 
borrowed from him. I told him I 
wasn’t working. Then they brought 
up the fact that we hac supported 
Phelan. 

Talked to Them on Porch. 

“My wife had been in the yard 
and she came up on the porch. They 
told her that\Stewart had got her 
the job at the sanitarium, and said 
they were going to get her job be- 
cause we had one of Phelan’s signs 
on our house. I was very nervous 
and excited and my wife told me to 
shut the door and go back in the 
kitchen. I did that and she stayed 
out on the porch, talking with 
them.” 


Mrs. Pretaboir’s sister, Mrs. Rose 
Fick, who lives next door at 4564 
Newport avenue, saw and heard the 
argument from a window of her 
home. She told a reporter that 
Stewart had pushed her sister away 


from the door and opened the 
screen door. Then, she said, Brady 
had kicked out a glass panel of the 
kitchen door and forced his way 
into the house. Stewart, she said, 
held Mrs. Pretaboir outside, while 
Brady went in and struck Pretaboir 
with his fist. 

About that time, Marvin Doering, 
4549 Newport avenue, passing by 
the Pretaboir home, saw Pretaboir 
force Brady out of the house and 


saw Stewart, he said, holding Mrs. 
Pretaboir. He ran to a telephone 
and summoned police. Mrs. Loret- 
ta Crawford, also of 4564 Newport 
avenue, told police that she, too, had | 
seen Stewart holding Mrs. Preta-| 
boir. 


Stewart, Brady Arrested. 

Stewart had gone when police ar- 
rived, but they arrested Brady at 
the Pretaboir home and booked him 
to appear in Police Court today on 
charges of peace disturbance and 
destruction of property. Stewart 
was arrested on similar charges 
yesterday afternoon.. After Mrs. 
Pretaboir’s death they were re- 
arrested and gave bond for appear- 
ance at the Coroner’s inquest. 

Mrs. Pretaboir became ill early 
Saturday night and a doctor was 
summoned. He pronounced her 
suffering from “acute heart fail- 
ure” and said her condition was so- 
critical that she could not be taken 
to a hospital. The doctor treated 
her three times Saturday night and 
twice yesterday morning. Shortly 
after five o’clock yesterday after- 
noon she was taken to the hospital, 
where she died two hours later. 

A Coroner’s verdict of death from 
chronic heart disease, aggravated | 
by acute heart failure, was re-| 
turned at the inquest today. Dr. 


George Schoetker, the physician 
who treated Mrs. Pretaboir and who | 
performed an autopsy after er! 
death, gave that as the cause in his | 
testimony. | 

Brady and Stewart were called | 
as witnesses but on advice of coun- | 
sel declined to testify. 

Mrs. Pretaboir was 46 years old. 
Surviving, besides her husband, are 
a son, Edward Jr., 17 years old, and | 
two daughters, Mrs. Marie Schnei- 
der and Annabelle Pretaboir, 13.

VAROFF BEATS 

OLYMPIC MARK, 

TAKING VAULT 
IN LABOR MEET 


Special to the Post-Dispaten. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—George 
Varoff of the Olympic Club of San 
Francisco made the fourth highest 
pole vault ever recorded while 14,- 
000 spectators, including Gov. Her- 
bert H. Lehman, watched the finale 
of the first annual world labor ath- 


letic carnival at Randalls Island 
yesterday. 
Varoff surpassed the Olympic 


mark of 14 feet 215-16 inches, set 
by Earle Meadows of the United 
States at Berlin this month when 
he cleared 14 feet 4% inches. This 
standard has been beaten only three 
times—once by Varoff himself when 
he created a world’s record of 14 
feet 6% inches at Princeton on July 
4, and also by Keith Brown and 
William Graber. 

The blond janitor from San Fran- 
cisco, who is returning to the Uni- 
versity of Oregon this fal, had the 
crowd agog as he more than justi- 
fied the expectations by bettering 
Meadow’s Olympic standard. 

Gov. Lehman was so interested in 
Varoff’s efforts that he sat on the 
ground close to where the vault- 
ing was going on and looked on 
intently as Varoff went on to at- 
[tempt a new world record of 14 
feet 7 inches. Varoff was over 
clearly on his second attempt but 
his hand struck the bar coming 
down.

Charles Beetham of Ohio State.

half-mile in 1:56.2, with Lou Burns 
of Manhattan College, the I. C.-4 
titlist, second.

It Seems Obsolete. 


HEY still start Olympic sprint 

races in the same old way. 
The runners take a little scoop 
and dig out a hole in the track 
surface for each foot. There 
were 12 heats in the 100-meter 
race and in most of these there 
were six starters. 

The holes dug by some sprint- 
ers did not fit the leg length of 
those following and so there was 
more digging as each new group 
went to the mark. 

The process seems ancient and 
obsolete in view of the fact that 
starting blocks, quickly adjusted, 
are available for this purpose and 
are better for the purpose than 
the pits now used. 

John Patrick Nicholson of St. 
Louis, now coach at Notre Dame 
and himself a member of the 
U. S. Olympic squad of 1908, in- 
vented the accepted style of start- 
ing block. He tried to have it 
adopted by the International 
Amateur Athletic Union several 
years ago but did not succeed. 

Starting blocks are used in the 
U. S. at nearly all interscholastic 
and many collegiate meets. But 
the A. A. U. and the Olympic 
Games still stand by the tradi- 
tional foot holes dug in the turf.

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Civil War in Spain Is Murder 
With All Ordinary Rules in 
Suspension, Lloyd George Says 


Victary on Ability 


‘Rebel Success Depends on Speed and Loyalist 


of Raw Recruits to 


Cope With Trained Soldiers.

LONDON, Aug. 17.—The Spanish 
civil war is a shrieking horror. All 
war is slaughter and mutilation, 
but in war between civilized n3 
tions there are limits which hurman- 
ity has imposed on butchery. Pris- 
oners are not killed; unarmed 
enemy civilians are not shot in coid 

blood. 

Civil war is murder, with all the 
rules of war in suspension. The 
reason is not far to seek. In or- 
dinary war there is no insensate 
hatred between men _é arrayed 
against each other. I once asked a 


soldier who had been fighting in 
the bloodiest wars of history 


whether he felt any hatred against 
the men whom he was trying to 


kill. His reply was: “No. I only 
fired at the line of battle.” 

In the last war the British 
Army lost 1,000,000 dead and over 
2,000,000 wounded. Under such con- 
ditions you might have expected the 
British soldier to feel an increasing 
ferocity against the foe who was 
striking down so many of his con’- 
rades and so ruthlessly seeking his 
own life. 

Quite the reverse. As the war 
went on the British and Gerimans 
acquired on increasing respect for 
each other. When prisoners were 
taken they were treated as pets by 
their captors, who had only just 
escaped from being their victims. 

“Reprisals” in Civil War. 

But civil war discourages all such 
amenities. It begins in animosity 
and develops into savagery. In a 
conflict of this kind no party has 
a monopoly on atrocities. Barbarity 
engenders barbarism. The word 
“reprisals” is regarded as justifi- 
cation for every form of cruelty. 

The Spanish civil war is a ghastly 
lesson to all classes in every coun- 
try to settle their disputes by peace- 
able methods and not by violence. 

How is the struggle going and 
how and when is it likely to end? 
It is almost impossible to tell at 
this stage. There are no unbiased 
reports from the vast battle arena. 

Assuming that correspondents are 
not fettered by instructions either 
direct or implicit from their own 
head offices, even then experienced 
and impartial special correspond- 
ents with either side are not free 
fo communicate what they have 
seen or to send home full and ac- 
curate news from the respective 
fronts. 

The journalist who cabled unfa- 
vorable news would do so at the 
risk of his own life. Accidents may 
happen in war to innocent onlook- 
ers and in so confused a war who 
can tell how they occur? 

Only Reliable News. 

The only approach to reliable ac- 
counts comes from men who have 
paid a flying visit to one or anoth- 
er of the many scenes Of action and 
then flown back to neutral ground 
to write and dispatch their copy. 
These fugitive glimpses of sputter- 
ing interchanges between disordered 
mobs of irregulars are not so much 
to go upon when you want to form 
an accurate forecast of events over 
the whole of Spain. 

Everything now points to a pro- 
longed struggle. The insurgents had 
the advantage of a complete sur- 
prise. It was a surprising surprise 
under the circumstances. Having 
regard to reports we received from 
British residents in Spain of some- 
thing going on behind the scenes, 
the Government ought to have ap- 
prehended the rising. 

It was known that officers of the 
army, especially of the higher 
ranks, were discontented with the 
measures adopted and threatened 
by the new government. They in- 
volved an attack upon the privi- 
leges and rights of the landed pro- 
prietors and the church. The of- 
ficers are largely drawn from the 
Catholic aristocracy and their as- 
sociates. 

Skillfully Planned Revolt. 

It is astonishing that in view of 
the rumors one heard, the Gov- 
ernment took no precautions to 
avert or counter the military coup. 
When it came there were no avail- 
able rifles in Madrid to arm sup-

Four Weeks Lost. 


Four weeks have elapsed and the 
bulk of the Moroccan troops are 
still on African shores awaiting em- 
barkment. Four weeks thus lost by 
the insurgents have temporarily at 
least saved the Government. 

The insurgents, however, | still 
have the undoubted advantage of 
securing the effective support of 
most of the officers and the best 
trained and best equipped men in 
the Spanish army. The Government 
has to rely on raw recruits enlisted 
in a hurry and without the neces- 
sary cadres to train and to lead 
them. | 


Their equipment of rifles is in- 
adequate and one reads accounts of 
the rabble of young men marching 
to the battle front laden with a mis- 
cellaneous collection of weapons ut- 
terly unfitted to cope with modern 
arms. 


It is true that the industrial 
areas and the engineering resources 
of the country are almost entirely 
in their hands, but our experience 
and that of America in the great 
war shows what a long time it 
takes to organize ordinary civilian 
workshops for the production of 
cannon, rifles, machine guns and 
ammunition. 


Shortage of Arms a Difficulty. 


That seems to me to be the most 
serious factor with which the Gov- 
ernment has to cope. It would be a 
mistake to assume that all their re- 
cruits are entirely devoid of train- 
ing. All able-bodied young men are 
supposed to be conscripted in Spain 
for a period of training. : There are 
many exemptions provided by the 
law and the numbers actually called 
up annually for training are limited 
by financial considerataions. 

The result is that conscription is 
by no means universal. Still a con- 
siderable number of workers and 
peasants must have had short pe- 
riods of military training. They 
know something about discipline 
and about the handling of fire- 
arms. 


The trouble for the Government 
comes when it has to provide these 
arms. They will suffer from a 
shortage of military services that 
call for technical training such as 
artillery and aviation. 


Time is on their side, for the 
greater part of the population, the 
richest towns and provinces. of 
Spain and the mineral and indus- 
trial resources of the country ar® 
now under their control. The peas- 
ants are on their side despite their 
Catholicism for they have ~§ been 
promised and in many cases actual- 
ly given their land. 

Speedy Decision Sought. 

The insurgents realize that their 
best chance is in forcing a speedy 
decision. Hence the co-ordinated 
dash of Franco and Mola toward 
Madrid. It constitutes their only 
chance of pulling their daring coup. 
They are so much better equipped 
for attack than their opponents. If 
they do not win within the next few 
weeks, the insurrection will fail. 

Will their offensive succeed? I 
cannot predict. Their troops are 
formidable behind entrenchments if 
they fight with spirit and are pre- 
pared to stand punishment with- 
out panic. 

The next few days will show 
whether the raw levies of the re- 
publican Government can with- 
stand the onslaughts of Franco's 
highly-trained soldiers If they 
don’t, the war will be practically 
over. If they do, then the result 
will be a prolonged war in the 
Basque Provinces of the North, 

The most populous cities are in 
the Government’s hands, but the in- 
surgents command areas which pos- 
sess the best natura] defenses. The 
Basque Provinces of the North, 
where the Carlists held their own 
for years, are occupied by insur- 
gents and the warlike mountain- 
eers of this area are, like the Bre- 
ton peasantry in the French revo- 
lution likely to give trouble to 
any government which is hostile to 
‘their church.

Ferguson, commanding the Sixty- 
second Coast Artillery, said the 
guns" were the largest and highest 
powered ever developed. The Presi- 
dent remarked: “I wish we had 
more of them.” 

Ferguson said the gun could get 
off 25 shots a minute and register 
hits with one shot out of four. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, knitting on a stone 
wall with grandson “Buzzie” Dall 
by her side, arranged for ice water 
for some of the soldiers. 

Mr. Roosevelt is considering a 
journey down the Mississippi River.

BRITAIN TO MAKE NEW MOVE

to round up European Powers in 
a pact of non-intervention in the 
Spanish civil war.

COUGHLIN TAKEN 
LL IN MIDST OF

Forced to Leave Platform

Heavy Crop Damage—Two 
Ships Aground—Third Brok- 
en Up in Chinese Waters.

MANILA, P. L, Aug. 17.—A ty 
phoon which struck Northern Lu- 
zon Islnd yesterday killed 11 per. 


sons, sent two ships aground and 
destroyed practically all native 
houses and 90 per cent of the crops 
in Cagayan River Valley. 

Dispatches from Hongkong said 
numerous Chinese fishing boats were 
lost and 20 persons were believed 
to have been killed as the storm 
damaged Hong Kong, Canton, Ma- 
cao and other points, 

The only major shipping casualty 
was the breaking up of the British 
steamer Sunning in Junk Bay off 
the China coast. Forty Chinese 
passengers were rescued. At times 
the wind reached a velocity jof 131 
miles an hour. 

Three were killed in a landslide 
which engulfed workmen's huts at 
the new prison at Stanley. 

As the storm struck the Philip- 
pines and then passed on toward 
the China Coast, three ships sent 
distress calls. The fate of the Dew- 
tee, an uniisted vessel driven 
ashore on North Luzon coast, was 
unknown. Nothing had been heard 
of the ship since its last distress 
call Saturday, 

North coast lighthouses were 
leveled. The United States Coast 
and Geodetic Survey ship, Fathom- 
er, was driven on a rock reef at Port 
San Vincente. The vessel's Filipino 
crew and American officers left the 
vessel safely and encamped on the 
shore. 

Meager reports from Aparri said 
that towns hardest hit included 
Buguey, Gonzaga and Tallungan in 
the Cayagan district, where heavy 
rains caused rivers to overflow. 

The commonwealth Government 
furnished rice to natives in other 
sections of the islands whose crops 
were destroyed by typhoons.

A system of monopoly controlled by the Govern- 
ment can be imposed only by a centralized govern- 
ment vested with power to control wages, prices, pro- 
duction, etc. Such power in government is incon- 
sistent with personal liberty. It is inconsistent with 
the conception of a federal government limited to the 
exercise of certain enumerated powers. If we adopt 
monopoly as our economic system, we must sur- 
render personal liberty and change our form of 
government. 

What, then, has competition to offer? 
evils are still fresh in our memory. Competition 
beats down prices, wages and. costs. In periods of 
severe depression it demoralizes the wage and price 
structure, bankrupts thousands of business men and 
imposes starvation wages on labor; or, if wages do 
not come down to the level competition demands, it 
leaves labor unemployed.

THE NEW SHOOTING REGULATIONS. 


The new duck hunting regulations, just issued by 
the Department of Agriculture with the approval of 
the President, provide for a 30-day season under what 
are described as “rigid and d 4c” restrictions. 

It is an accurate characterization. Baiting is pro- 
hibited, as is the use of live decoys. The daily bag

Missouri and Illinois are in 
the intermediate zone and their shooting dates are 
from Noy. 1 to Nov. 30 instead of the 1935 dates of 
Oct. 21 to Nov. 19. The new dates are more nearly 
in accord with the traditional time of arrival of 
ducks in these parts. The dates of the southern 
zone, including Arkansas, are Nov. 26 to Dec. 25. 
Although the restrictions are, in the opinion of 
many: observers, more severe than conditions war- 
rant, at least the Government did not heed the fanat- 
ical cry of the Audubon Societies and other cranks 
and alarmists for a closed season. The Audubon So- 
cieties seized upon the fact that American duck-breed- 
ing areas were hit by the drouth to make an appeal 
for a closed season, though these areas form only a 
small part of the North American breeding range, 
which stretches far into Canada. Interestingly 
enough, shortly after the Audubon Societies made 
their appeal, it was announced by officials of the 
Biological Survey that large broods have been hatched 
in the northern breeding grounds. Survey officials 
believe that the increase of ducks in the northern 
breeding range is perhaps large enough to offset the 
losses in the drouth region. 

It is long past time for all persons interested in 
waterfowl to realize that too much emphasis is being

Now ideas, beyond a doubt, are dynamite. 
Most rulers, and all tyrants, have every rea- 
son to hate and fear them beyond anything 
else on earth. The reason is that for the 
people of any country to fear a President, 
or a King, or a Fuehrer, or a Duce, is an ir- 
rational fear, and eventually the exchange of 
ideas is pretty sure to release them from the 
bondage of this fear. It is precisely this, 
though, that your tyrant is most anxious to 
avoid; keeping the people in the bondage of 


irrational fear is the way he maintains his.

But there is another group aimost equal- 
ly afraid of the free exchange of ideas; it 
consists of the fat-headed and lazy, whether 
in or out of office. Their fear is the ghastly 
and unnerving fear of being compelled to 
think. It is epidemic among legislators of 
all degrees of importance. Undoubtedly one 
of the reasons why Tugwell is hated so ven- 
omously on Capitol Hill is that the fellow is 
perpetually injecting new ideas into the sit- 
uation. Even when they are completely diz- 
zy ideas they are usually so cleverly phrased 
that one has to think a minute or two to 
frame the answer, and this unaccustomed 
exercise has had a deplorable effect on some 
of our reigning statesmen. 

Undoubtedly, too, among the general pop- 
ulace a lot of the fury of the anti-Reds is 
due to the annoyance of having to entertain 
unfamiliar notions propounded by radicals. 
To be compelled to cerebrate in order to an- 
swer the arguments of a long-haired dele- 
gate strikes a large proportion of us as both 
insulting and injurious. It is easier and 
more attractive to stop their mouths than 
to think up answers. 

« * * 

As it happens, though, Americans are in 
for it because the founders of our Govern- 
ment based the whole system on the theory 
that democracy is safe only as long as it 
can bring active minds to its support. Hence, 
they decreed freedom of speech. 

This is the quinine-soaked lollipop, this is 
the explosive cigar that the Founding Fa- 
thers handed down to their children. Some 
of the children resent it extremely, but they 
are stuck with it, and there is no easy way 
of getting rid of it. 

For there are others among the children 
who like it and who would put up a terrific 
fight before they would permit it to be taken 
away. Indeed, they are fighting now, which 
explains why a certain freedom of speech 
obtains in America in spite of all the anti- 
Red laws. 

To these it seems that the Founding Fa- 
thers were absolutely right—that democracy 
cannot survive unless somebody does some 
thinking from time to time. They are aware, 
perhaps more keenly aware than anyone 
else, of the danger that inheres in ideas, but 
they understand one immensely important 
truth that constantly eludes the non-think- 
ing. This is the fact that the only way to 
kill an idea, to slaughter it completely, em- 
balm, cremate and bury it, so that it will 
never be heard of again, is to attack it not 
with any sort of material weapon but with 
another idea.

GAIN quoting the Spy: “Ap- 

parently South could think of 

no better bid over North's two 
heart response than to leap direct- 
ly to a small slam, and to be hon- 
est with you, Chief, I can't either. 
Asking bids cannot be used on this 
hand, as I see it, and there is no 
scientific way of determining 
whether five, six, or seven diamonds 
is the correct contract. Am I 
right?” (Answer: Yes and no. A 
difficult hand to bid scientifically, 
but South might at least ascertain, 
through the 4-5 no trump conven- 
tion, whether North holds the ace 
of hearts.) 

“Obviously a club opening lead 
would have left no play for the con- 
tract, but the declarer was fortu- 
nate enough to find West, the open- 
ing leader, with a much more at- 
tractive spade opening. The queen 
went to South’s ace, the adverse 
trumps were drawn, and now de- 
clarer made the most naive play 
that’ I have ever seen! He led the 
jack of hearts and let it ride! East 
held up his ace, and now dummy 
could never get the lead to cash its 
good king of spades. Quite obvi- 
ously declarer, with childlike faith, 
had relied on the opposition to take 
the jack of hearts, after which he 
could easily discard on dummy’s 
king and queen (and make an ap- 
petizing canape out of the super- 
fluous king of spades). The thought 
of insuring entry to the dummy, 
and the only discard needed on the 
spade king, by overtaking the heart 
jack apparently never occurred to 
the declarer. Or possibly he did 
think of it and recoiled from the 
wanton waste of two honors on one 
trick.

“I can’t give advice to writers 
who consecrate themselves solely 
to art for art’s sake,” she continued, 
“but being of a practical turn of 
mind with no loftier motive than 
to entertain, and willing to sell 
wherever I can, perhaps I have 
evolved a system of production and 
disposal of my wares which worth- 
ier writers, no less eager to see 
their productions in print, may 
have missed.

I draw upon experiences and obser- 
vations during a good deal of going 
about, for plots, situations, back- 
grounds, characters. I seldom write 
about the kind of thing or people I 
do not know well.

I do. find, however, it is a 
good plan to make an outline so 
that climaxes develop at the most 
effective periods. 


“Short stories I submit complete 
but with these longer things con- 
tracted for in advance, I follow my 
publishers’ advice to submit an out- 
line with the first four chapters 
completed. In the case of ‘Another 
Tomorrow,’ the publisher suggested 
three or four improvements. I re- 
vised it accordingly and that was 
the end of it until the galley proofs 
arrived by airmail with the demand 
that I read and correct them and 
return by airmail three days later. 
This was the most strenuous part 
of the whole business for just then

NTIL a liittie more than two 
[J years ago it was something of 

an event when an automobile 
with a foreign license appeared on 
the narrow, Winding, rocky road 
that led from Callander to Corbeil, 
here in the Province of Ontario.

EGINNING at Callander, ar-

Quintuplets—2:30." On reaching 
the nursery grotinds; motorists 
park their cars in what was once 
the Dionne wheatfield and hurry to 
secure a place in the -blocks-long 
line that forms outside the nurser 
gate twice a day. Ontario Provin- 
cial police direct the mob and signs 
read: “This playground has been 
erected so that you may see the 
quintuplets at play,” “please main- 
tain silence and keep moving,” 
“do not speak to the children.” 


At 9:30 in the morning and 2:30 
in the afternoon, weather permit- 
ting, the entrance gate is opened 
and the curious pass down a run- 
way, through aé_ turnstile that 
counts the visitors and into an en- 
closure built around the solarium 
where the five bright eyed young- 
sters play under the supervision of 
a nurse. During the whole pro- 
cedure, the babies are in full view 
of, but unable to see, the public. 
This is atcOmplished by means of 
frosted screens placed over the 
windows that form three sides of 
the building. The morning exhibi- 
tion lasts an hour, but guards con- 
tinually remind those who delay the 
procession that thefe are thousands 
of others on the outside “waiting 
for their chance to see the ba- 
bies.” 


Yesterday morning I was one of 
an estimated 65000 people who 
peered at the quintuplets through 
the glass Windows of the exhibi- 
tion building. All five were dressed 
in crisp bright blue dresses and 
ose wool sweaters, monogrammed to 
help the public tell which was 
Yvonne, which Marie, which Emi- 
lie, whith Cecile and which An- 
nette. I knew from the many pic- 
tures that have been published of 
them, that I was to look at five 
beautiful babies, but I was not pre- 
pared for any such breath-taking 
loveliness as they presented, romp- 
ing and playing on the grass, fresh 
from a bath, with dark curly bangs 
tumbling over their foreheads and 
eves bright with perfect health. 
Breath-taking is the only word that 
will describe the sensation I experi- 
fenced as I looked at those five 
youngsters whose beauty has al- 
most a quality of unreality about 
it. One woman not far from me 
began crying, quietly, and her 
startied companion asked, “What 
on earth are you crying about?”

[J we know that absence of the 
thyroid gland at birth (cretin- 
ism) results in a dwarfed individ- 
ual with certain characteristic as- 
pects of the face, the skin, the 
contour of the abdomen, and the 
mentality. Nothing. else produces 
just this combination—just this 
“type of dwarf. So the diagnosis is 
made on appearance alone in most 
cases, When the diagnostician sees 
a heavy dwarfed body with stupid 
countenance, protruberant abdo- 
men and imbecile mentality, he 
catalogues it as cretinism, because 
nothing else produces just that 
combination of characters. 

But there are a great many 
ways to check up accurately on 
the functions of the ductless 
giands. It was said above that 
they influenced development. This 
means principally bony develop- 
ment. The bones condition growth. 
They grow in a soft condition for 
a while, then they ossify——-bony 
substance is laid down. These cen- 
ters of ossification occur at def- 
inite ages. They are delayed in 
thyroid and pituitary disease, and 
this can be seen ‘in an X-ray of the 
wrist which has become a regular 
part of a complete endocrine diag- 
nostic examination. 

Another checkup depends on the 
fact that the proportions of the 
body are normally quite regular. 
In an adult the span—the distance 
from the end of one middle finger- 
tip to the other with the arms and 
hands extended—is about an inch 
longer than the height. The length 
of the upper part of the body 
(from the pelvis to the top of the 
head) is almost the same as the 
length of the lower part of the 
body—that is to say, the length 
of the legs is about equal to the 
length of the rest of the body. 
With these and other measure- 
ment tests, the endocrine diag- 
nosis is checked.
